Germany’s Trade in Scissors and Knives. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Sept. 12.—Consul- 
General Guenther writes from Frankiort, 
Aug. 9, 1900: 

“Within a comparatively short space of 
time the better class of scissors and shears 
as advanced in price about 10 per cent, 
and the commoner grades about 20 per 
cent In knives of the better grades there 
has been an appreciation of 5 to 7 per 
cent, and in the commoner grades of 10 
to Zo per cent. 

“Except in pearl handled knives, which 
have advanced largely on account of the 
increased cost of pearl, the appreciation in 
values is not due to the influence of raw 
material; it is practically altogether due to 
labor troubles. The fact that the men em- 
ployed on the higher class of goods are 
being paid better than those working on 
the lower grades explains the difference in 
the increase in the price of the two grades 


ot ge ods. 


“Taking into account the labor troubles 
and the fact that the manufacturers are 
busy, it is probable that German goods 
will be steady in price for some time to

before the eye of the examiner; the Roth 
Ophthalmoscope is a variation of the Loring 
dust-proof ophthalmoscope in which several 
grooves are so arranged that the quadrant 
may be brought into place without the 
necessity of removing it for adjustment; 
the Morton Ophthalmoscope, of entirely 
different construction is more popular with 
the English than with American ophthalmic 
surgeons. It consists of a long chamber in 
which the discs holding the lenses are pro- 
pelled by an endless chain so that combina- 
tions as high as fifty dioptres may be at- 
tained. The two mirrors are plano and 
concave. Its size and weight are not in its 
favor, although as good results may be 
attained by this instrument as with other 
varieties. The French make an ophthalmo- 
scope which as yet has not met with uni- 
versal favor. An ophthalmoscope has been 
constructed in such a way that an individ- 
ual may see for himself his own dioptric or 
pathologic state, or both conditions at one 
and the same time. Such an instrument is 
called an Autophthalmoscope.

The Sevres Porcelain Exhibit at Paris. 


A? in all the other sections of the Ex- 
position, so in that of porcelain 
there is a little retrospective exhibit of 
what has been done in the 19th century. 
It has only been put in place within a few 
weeks, and though in no way complete 
contains a number of interesting and rare 
pieces. Any one who supplements it by 
a visit to the Sévres Museum can get a 
pretty clear view of the development of 
the industry; for here, as for everything 
else in France, the State institution has to 
be taken as the point of departure for crit- 
icism. It is not that the “Manufacture 
Nationale de Porcelaine de Sévres” is 
faultless. On the contrary it receives in 





the magazines devoted to the higher crit- 
cism at proper intervals solemn admoni- 
tion and merited abuse, the more flippant 
press contenting itself with an occasional 
paragraph of praise or blame, according 
as the paper expressing the sentiment hap- 
pens to be for or against the Government. 
[he manufactory is said to be expensive, 
bureaucratic, hidebound in its prejudices, 
unresponsive to outside criticism, respon 
sible for many inartistic 
many important achievements had taken 
place outside its sacred pale and without 
its aid. Some of this is true. The insti 
tution costs a good deal of money and few 
would try to justify now the reproduction 
on slabs of porcelain of oil paintings to 
which an enormous amount of skill and 
care was devoted 50 years ago. It is also 
true that it has not monopolized all the 
talent of France, but when all reservations 
are made it remains a monument unique 
in its kind. Behind it vaguely is the whole 
force of French science, taste and tradi- 
tion. Its aim is to produce the most per- 
fect work unmoved by considerations of
